PASADENA, May 5.—In a sermon 
on the subject “Our Attitude Toward. 
China and Japan; Is It Christian?’

All we want 
is justice and humanity. 

“Tt ig the mob that lets loose the 
dogs of war. This is not even a State 
issue. It is only an issue in the north 
of California. There is no desire in 
this part of the State for it. For 
one part of one State to do an act 
that affects the entire United States 
ie not just and Christianlike to them- 
selves or to the world. It is for peace, 
not politics, I am pleading tonight.” 

These remarks were made at the 
close of a sermon of some length, in 
which Rev." Carter dwelt on many 
moral and social issues concerning the 


Japanese and the Chinese peoples. He 
held that neither le is looked 
upon in a way by Amer- 
icans.
